Giving the tx-aervice men's side in the bonus controversy,^ 
we publish excerpts of the resolutions protesting the alleged move 
of the Coolidge administration to start what the resolution terms 
“a back fire of public sentiment against the adjusted compensation 
measure.” These resolutions were adopted by the Eighth District 
of the American Legion at Aurora in this state. 
They state in part: “We believe that the greatest economic 
evil of the present federal system of taxation is the permitting and 
allowing vast sums of money to be invested in tax-exempt securi­ 
ties. 
“That we most emphatically disapprove of the plan of the 
present administration for so-called tax reduction as being a direct 
etfort to start a ‘back fire’ of public sentiment against the ad­ 
justed Compensation measure, in an eleventh hour effort, to de­ 
feat the measure. 
“That we respectfully suggest as a substitute for the pro­ 
posal of said administration, the abolishment by appropriate legis­ 
lation of all exemptions from.taxation now existing in favor of 
so-called tax-exempt securities, which plan we believe would in 
time produce more than sufficient revenue not only to finance an 
adjustment of compensation to the veterans of the World war 
but also to create an opportunity of effecting a genuine reduction 
in the tax burden of the average American of moderate circum­ 
stances."

HISY INTU OIH ( ING BILLS 


YOU may accuse both houses of congress of deadlocking and 
delaying organization, lint you cannot accuse them of not showing 
diligence in the introduction of bills. The first day the house was 
organized 2,<>56 bills were introduced into the hopper, an increase 
of 500 over the first day of the 67th congress. 
Few of these bills 
will ever get out of committee. 
The paper cascade in the senate 
revealed a flood of 575 bills and I (‘solutions, including six pro­ 
posed constitutional amendments. 
Representative John K. Raker of California is champjdh for 
number of bills introduced the first day. They were 52 bills, three 
amendments to the constitution and 66 private bills. 
The senate 
high man was Kenneth McKeliar of Tennessee with 96 legislative 
proposals. Raker's bills ran the gamut from investigating grass­ 
hoppers to establishing a government correspondence school. 
Neither the 2$J federal building bills nor the soldier bonus 
bills of five representatives equal the amount contemplated un­ 
der the bill submitted by Representative Blanton of Texas. 
This 
bill aims "to return to the South certain of the ‘cotton tax’ wrong­ 
fully collected from citizens of the South during the period 1863-
